LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 4.—Auto- 
mobile registration figures in 
Nebraska for 1929 show a very 
substantial increase over those 
for 1928, the number of plates is- 
sued during the year exceeding 
the figure for 1928 by 27,815, and 
fees received totaling $4,289,968, as 
compared with $3,967,530 for the 
preceding year. Total registration, 
including lost plates, lost certifi- 
cates and transfers, numbered 
546,358, as compared with 498,- 
801 for 1028. 
The number of passenger auto- 


mobiles increased 16,413 during the | 


year. Although the registration of 
commercial trucks dropped off ap- 
proximately 5,000, farm truck regis- 
trations increased more than 13,000. 
The reduction in commercial trucks 
was partly due to a change in classi- 
fication and registration fees which 
clarified the division between farm 
and commercial trucks and lowered 
the fee on the former. The change 
in classification, however, did not 
compare with the increased number 
of trucks put in use on Nebraska 
farms. 

The number of dealers 
business in the state 
creased by 218. The number of 
buses increased from 167 to 221.

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We Believe in Signs 


URING the past few days a number of signs pointing 
to business revival have been noted by the highest 
authorities. The Department of Labor reported to President 
Hoover that employment in certain key sections is on the 
upward swing. This is true of Michigan, where production 
of new models by the automotive industry has given employ- 
ment to labor which had been resting on its oars. This con- 
dition in the automobile manufacturing center will broaden | 
as production rises to meet the impending demand for new 
models. 

To our mind, however, an even more significant trend 
was disclosed by an article which appeared in The Automo- 
tive Daily News recently analyzing car sales in certain 
Southern states. These figures showed remarkable gains “aj 
total sales for 1929 over those of 1928 and in certain in-| 
stances showed increases in sales during the month of De-| 
cember. Three states, North Carolina, Louisiana and Florida, | 
showed remarkable gains for the month of December over | 
the same month last year. Missouri did not show a gain, but | 
held practically to the level of December, 1928. 

These December sales ains are peculiarly significant 
because they were made in states where the climate does not 
exert any great effect on sales. As the spring advances 
northwara automobile buying will follow it, exactly as it 
always has done. Some states may make new records for 
the early spring season, others will fall a little behind last 
year, but the coming of decent weather, which will begin to 
show signs of arriving in the middle Atlantic sections of the 
country within the mext six or eight weeks, will bring normal 
buying. 

The truth is that we viewed the late stock market 
cyclone without any real sense of proportion. It came in 
November and automobile buying did decrease and we 
laid it entirely to the crash in stocks, whereas automobile 
buying always does fall off at that season of the year. 
We are now going into the period when buying annually 
revives and it will come to life this year just as it always 
has in the past. 


Blades of Grass 


T used to be said that the man who could make two blades | 
of grass grow where only one grew before was the ulti- 
mate example of one who was doing something for humanity. 
If we cared to be modern we might point to the petroleum | 
chemist and call down the blessings of humanity upon him | 
as the man who made two drops of gasoline flow where only | 
one had dripped before. | 
Back in the early days of the automotive vehicle we 
had unlimited, or so it seemed, supplies of crude petroleum | 
from which to extract the fuel for our internal combustion | 
engines. We put this crude oil through a straight distilla- 























tion process and extracted perhaps 10 or 12 per cent. of it | 5-22 


in the form of a very high test, explosive gasoline. And, just! 
by the way, it was lucky that we had high-test gas at that! 
time, because our primitive internal combustion engines | 
would not have run on anything but liquefied dynamite, | 
such as the old 78-degree gasoline. 

However, as automotive vehicles of all kinds grew in| 
numbers we began cutting deeper and deeper into our crude | 
for fuel. In 1916 we extracted nearly 20 per cent. of fuel| 
from a given quantity of crude oil. Straight distillation of | 
the petroleum no longer was satisfactory. Cracking proc- | 
esses, under which the crude oil is treated under pressure | 
and heat, began to come into use. The net result has been 
that today we turn over 41 per cent. of our crude petroleum 
into useful motor fuel. 

‘Engineers tell us that if consumption again begins to 
outstrip supply, they can cut still further into the crude and 
turn 65, 75 or even 85 per cent. of the base into motor fuel. 

Certainly this is a fine example of making two or 
four or six blades of grass grow where only one grew 
before.

POLLOwING the 
tablished by many parts 
accessory manufacturers, and im- 
proving upon the plan, the C. H. 
Mountjoy Parts Company of San 
Antonio, Tex., has established a 
traveling motor school, which 
visits small towns in which cus- 
tomers of the firm are located 
and gives complete’ instructions 
and demonstrations on the latest 
motor and garage equipment. 

The traveling motor school has 
been established to fill a long need- 
ed want on the part of the company 
and its patrons to better demon- 
strate the equipment for which we 
are distributors.” C. L. Garner. gen- 
eral manager of the firm, explained 
“When a salesman calls-with a new 
fixture or piece of equipment for 
a garage or service station, he is 
often handicapped in his sales can- 
vass by lack of proper demonstra- 
tion facilities. He has his catalog 
or possibly a small model, but noth- 
ing better shows what a piece of 
equipment will do than an actual 
demonstration 

“We have also experienced some 
difficulty in having those who pur- 
chased equipment for which we are 
distributors get the full benefit out 
of this equipment. In the majority 
of cases this has been due 
of complete working knowledge 
Given a complete and 
demonstration of what the 
ment will do, the owner is then able 
to use it to its fullest advantage. 

“It was with this in mind that we 
decided to establish a _ school 
through which we could distribute 
the equipment direct to the user 
and not only demonstrate its ad- 
vantages, but show the garage men, 
fleet owners and others interested 
in how it worked. To do this we 
sought the co-operation of manu- 
facturers of equipment whom we 
serve representatives, and they 
agreed to furnish the essential 
equipment for such a school. The 
cost of the route is borne by us. 

“Before starting out a complete 
route is planned. The school is 
scheduled to be in a certain town 
each day, and that night a 
demonstration is given to all who 
wish to attend. As an illustration, 
we have the distribution of a car 
washer. Before we established 
this school, our salesmen could 
tell a prospect that this washer 
would wash a car in_ three 
minutes. We sold a few of these 
machines. But since we have had 
thss school, have demonstimted 
and proven that it will do what 
we state that it will, and have let 
the prospects do the work them- 
selves, our sales have more than 
doubled. 

“On arriving in a town the day 
is spent in calling on the local ser- 
vice and garage men, truck own- 
ers, etc., telling them of the school 
and urging them to attend. That 
night a regular, demonstration is 
given at some central point. and 
there is always a good crowd. 

“The trip is in charge of Mr 
Mountjoy, who as general sales man- 
ager of the company was requested 
to accompany the truck on its tours 
by the manufacturers because of his 
unusual ability in making the oper- 
ation clear and the value of the 
equipment more emphatic. The 
truck is away from the shop for 
three weeks when it comes in over 
the week-end for overhauling of 
truck and equipment. The plan has 
proven wonderfully successful in 
operation so far and has given us 
the necessary sales punch to build 
up a lot of business that has here- 
totore been passed up.”

showing a profit and what is not, 
is one thing that has been pointed 
out by jobbers as essential for 
success. The value of this advice 
is borne out by plenty of examples 
in actual practice. 

A dealer was very certain that 
one of his departments was showing 
an excellent profit. The margin of 
everything carried in that depart- 
ment was large. It was showing a 
big volume ot business. 

The first year after he had thor- 
oughly departmentized his business 
as far as accounting was concerned 
though it was not departmentized 
to the extent that the sales people 
were confined to departments, he 
examined the annual inventory 
That showed this supposedly profit- 
able department was not by any 
means showing the profit he was 
sure it was making He had all 
the figures checked up. They proved 
to be correct. He then did some 
investigating 

In this particular case he found 
too many brands were being carried 
He corrected this and the depart- 
ment began showing a real profit. 
Had he not departmentized his ac- 
counting he would have gone on 
year after year believing that these 
particular goods were showing a 
much greater net profit than they 
were, but his business would not 
have shown the total net profit it 
should 

Even a small store can depart- 
mentize its accounting system with 
profit. It is likely that the smallest 
stores can do so. Without this de- 
partmentizing there is no way to be 
sure just where the net profits come 
from and what causes the net loss- | 
es. The chain stores do a good part 
of the profitable business because 
their accounting shows what is! 
profitable. 


‘HAT efforts to build up the 
business of independent re- 
tailers can be carriéd on success- 
fully by whelesalers is claimed by 

a service executive of a big con- 
cern, who cited c@mparative fig- 
ures of failures, turnover rates, 
etc., of “lone-hand retailers” and 
those using the company’s serv- 
ice.
